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High School Teachers, 
Board Not Near Accord

With just one month left before the 


start of school, negotiators for the High 
School Dlst. 211 school board and teach- 
ers report they have not reached agree- 
ment on a single substantive item in the 
1972-73 teachers' contract. 


In a statement issued Friday, officers 


of the Dist. 211 Education Association, 
bargaining agent for the teachers, ex- 
pressed "guarded optimism" about the 
negotiations, but said they would contin- 
ue to pressure the board for a settle- 
ment. 


Ron Avery, chairman of the negotiat- 


ing team, said, "one of the major issues 
is that the board wants to avoid putting 
any working conditions into contract lan- 
guage." 


Education Association officials said, 


however, in the prepared statement that 
the board seemed more flexible at the 
last bargaining session Wednesday and 
expressed optimism for that reason. The 
next session is scheduled for Aug. 3. 


AVERY SAID THE teachers are ask- 


ing for specific guarantees on class size, 
t e a c h c r-administration 
policy com- 


mittees and teacher evaluation proce- 


dures spelled out in the contract. The 
board, he said, "seems to be willing to 
agree on some things, but they want to 
put it in their policy manual and not in 
the contract." 


Robert Seger, chief spokesman for the 


board bargaining team, agreed that the 
board's 
unwillingness to spell some 


things out in the contract has been the 
major stumbling block in recenh bar- 
gaining sessions. 


He said the board does not want to 


spell out things like evaluation proce- 
dures in the contract because "it opens 
up so many things for a grievance. If we 
put something in the contract we won't 
\ye able to move from it for a year, even 
if we find out something is wrong with it. 
We're looking for flexibility on a lot of 
issues. We don't want an iron-clad situ- 
ation." 


The biggest problem, he said, is that 


the teacher representatives "seem to 
have a feeling of distrust. They seem to 
be saying that nothing will work unless it 
is in the contract." 


BARGAINING between the two teams 


has been going on since February, al- 
though it broke down briefly in March 
before the board agreed to discuss teach- 


ers' proposals regarding class size, pol- 
icy making and other areas not included 
in previous contracts. 


In the past, the teachers in Dist. 211 


have had a contract that dealt only with 
salary and fringe benefits. 


Avery said neither side has started 


talking about salaries for the coming 
year. "We feel these other issues (class 
size, etc) are as important to us as mon- 
ey," he said. 


Teachers workshops are scheduled for 


Aug. 23 and 24 in Dist. 211 and Aug. 25 is 
scheduled for freshman orientation. 


Aug. 25 will be the first official day of 


the school year. 


Avery said members of the education 


association are concerned about the pos- 
sibility of beginning the year without an 
agreement. He said the association does 
not yet have authorization from its mem- 
bers to call a strike in that event. 


Seger said the board has wanted a set- 


tlement before the beginning of school all 
along, particularly since it is now deep in 
discussion of the 1972-73 budget. He 
added, "I'm not as optimistic as I was 
before largely because I haven't seen 
any movement on the part of the teach- 
ers."

A scuffle brewing in Hoffman Estates,

feelings of the six trustees. 


Downey said the mayor should get be- 


tween $6,000 and $8,400 per year and 
trustees should be paid $3,000 to $:),i;oo. 


The trustees, voicing their feelings in 


an ordinance vetoed by Downey, say the 
mayor should be paid $2.400 annually and 
trustees should receive $1.200. 


Downey says he spends between 20 to 


30 hours a week at the job and that 
trustees spend 50 to 60 hours a month in 
tasks for the village. 


ON* THE I'HILOSOPHY that elected 


village officials should be willing to work 
for the community for less than they de- 
serve, I'll use the following criteria and 
offer a compromise. 


Take the conservative side of Down- 


ey's figures and say he gives 20 hours a 
week to his job as mayor and that the 
trustees give an average of SO hours a 
month to their responsibilities.

to the positions is worthwhile to the tax- 
payer.

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Deep in concentration, chess enthusiasts played Jude Acers at Woodfield. 


Two Emerge Victorious 
Chess Master Defeats 35 


by MARY HUTCHINGS 


Thirty five area chess enthusiasts fell 


prey last week to the swift and perilous 
attack of senior master Jude Acers, who 
played 37 games simultaneously at an 
exhibition at Woodfield. 


The two victors were Greg Wedig of 


Carpentersville and Shadid Kham, 16, 
Wilmette. 


Acers, who holds the world's record for 


simultaneous play^ is on a 200-city tour of 
the nation. He often gives free lectures 
and 
demonstrations in prisons 
and 


schools and hospitals, and once played 
114 simultaneous games. 


Professionally, he has lost only one of 


the 100 games he has played in the past 
20 months against the nation's top rank- 
ed players. Now ranked 23rd, he was the 


youngest chess master ever in the South 
at the age of 17. 


At 29, he predicts he will reach his 


peak at age 36, when he will be "the best 
chess player in the country, if not the 
world," he says. 


AT WOODFIELD, Acers darted around 


the inside of a circle of challengers, all 
men, ranging in age from seven to fifth- 
plus. 


An Elmwood Park boy, 7, made his 


first trip to Woodfield to play Acers, and 
stayed in the game more than three 
hours to win the praise of the champion, 
"he's remarkable." 


Acers is dedicated to promoting the 


game, and often tells his opponents what 
mistakes they are making so that they 
can learn while holding off his attack 
longer. 


Winners in last week's match received 


free chess sets of their choosing from 
Sears, Roebuck and Co., Woodfield. 


Acers, a graduate of Louisiana State 


University, Baton Rouge, studies chess 
incessantly from a suitcase filled with 
books on the game. He predicts that Bob- 
by Fischer will quit the current $250,000 
international chess match in Iceland be- 
fore the 15th game of the scheduled 24. 


HE KNOWS Fischer personally, and 


says he understands what he is facing. 
Acers believes 
that Fischer 
hasn't 


trained enough for the match and won't 
be able to take the pressure 
from 


Spassky. 


Acers plans to return to Woodfield to 


meet more challengers for two or three 
days in late fall or early spring.

TV Ratings Show A Boom 


Move Over Football, Here Comes Chess

NEW YORK — Q x B has become as 


much an audience windfall for public 
television as was the famed Sesame 
Street program which captivated chil- 
dren. The Bobby Fischer-Boris Spnssky 
championship chess matches in Reykja- 
vik, Iceland, have the public TV stations 
in blissful wonder over the ratings. 


Few of the station managers had the 


slightest idea there were so many ardent 
chess fans. The other afternoon when 
there was a particularly tricky situation 
on the board, Channel 13 in New York 
hnd to plead with viewers to get off the 
phones. The switchboard was jammed 
with calls offering advice. 


Everywhere, 
it seems, the 
reports 


(even from Moscow) agree that chess 
fans are willing to forgive the quixotic 
Fischer his antics if only he will sit down 
and play. They deplore his lateness and 
his stubbornness over details, but shrug 
them off as fitting a chess great. The 
records are replete with similar ex- 
plosions. Winning and ego are one and 
the same and Fischer himself has said 
that "crushing the other guy's ego is the 
supreme moment of any 
game of 


chess." 


Curiously, for all of his peccadilloes in 


the current series, Fischer's whole life 
has been directed toward this single 
goal: Winning the world championship. 
Another aspect seems indicated, how- 
ever. He may welt have revolutionized 
chess to the point where it begins to play 
its top professionals well.

Two Emerge Victorious 
Chess Master Defeats 35

Thirty five area chess enthusiasts fell 
prey last week to the swift and perilous 
attack of senior master Jude Acers, who 
played 37 games simultaneously at an 
exhibition at Woodfield. 
The two victors were Greg Wedig of 
Carpentersville and Shadid Kham, 16. 
Wilmette. 


Acers, who holds the world's record for 
simultaneous play, is on a 200-city tour of 
the nation. He often gives free lectures 
and 
demonstrations 
in 
prisons 
and 
schools and hospitals, and once played 
114 simultaneous games. 
Professionally, he has lost only one of 
the IOO games he has played in the past 
20 months against the nation’s top rank­ 
ed players. Now ranked 23rd, he was the 


youngest chess master ever in the South 
at the age of 17. 
At 29, he predicts he will reach his 
peak at age 36. when he will be “the best 
chess player in the country, if not the 
world,” he says. 


AT WOODFIELD, Acers darted around 
the inside of a circle of challengers, all 
men, ranging in age from seven to fifth- 
plus. 
An Elmwood Park boy, 7, made his 
first trip to Woodfield to play Acers, and 
stayed in the game more than three 
hours to win the praise of the champion, 
“he’s rem arkable.” 
Acers is dedicated to promoting the 
game, and often tells his opponents what 
mistakes they are making so that they 
can learn while holding off his attack 
longer. 


Winners in last week’s match received 
free chess sets of their choosing from 
Sears. Roebuck and Co., Woodfield. 


Acers, a graduate of Louisiana State 
University, Baton Rouge, studies chess 
incessantly from a suitcase filled with 
books on the game. He predicts that Bob­ 
by Fischer will quit the current $250,000 
international chess match in Iceland be­ 
fore the loth game of the scheduled 24. 


HE KNOWS Fischer personally, and 
says he understands what he is facing. 
Acers 
believes 
that 
Fischer 
hasnt 
trained enough for the match and won t 
be able to take the pressure 
from 
Spassky. 
Acers plans to return to Woodfield to 
meet more challengers for two or three 
days in late fall or early spring.

NEW YORK — Q x B has become as 
much an audience windfall for public 
television as was the famed Sesame 
Street program which captivated chil­ 
dren. The Bobby Fischer-Boris Spassky 
championship chess matches in Reykja­ 
vik, Iceland, have the public TV stations 
in blissful wonder over the ratings. 


Fewr of the station managers had the 
slightest idea there were so many ardent 
chess fans. The other afternoon when 
there was a particularly tricky situation 
on the board, Channel 13 in New York 
had to plead with viewers to get off the 
phones. The switchboard was jammed 
with calls offering advice. 


Everywhere, it seems, 
the 
reports 
(even from Moscow) agree that chess 
fans are willing to forgive the quixotic 
Fischer his antics if only he will sit down 
and play. They deplore his lateness and 
his stubbornness over details, but shrug 
them off as fitting a chess great. The 
records are replete with similar ex­ 
plosions. Winning and ego are one and 
the same and Fischer himself has said 
that “crushing the other guy’s ego is the 
supreme

chess.” 


Curiously, for all of his peccadilloes in 
the current series, Fischer’s whole life 
has been directed toward this single 
goal: Winning the world championship. 
.Another aspect seems indicated, how­ 
ever.

ATHENS, 1896 — Jam es Bernard Con­ 
nolly’s request for leave of absence to 
travel to the first of the Modern Olympic 
Games was turned down flatly by the 
Dean of Studies at Harvard University. 
Connolly, however, was a headstrong 
young man and had his heart set on com­ 
peting at Athens. He took the only course 
open to him. He walked out of H arvard 
and ended his university career. 
At Athens he clinched a gold medal in 
the triple jump with a final effort of 44 
feet IF*4 inches. He mounted the victory 
rostrum to be crowned with the tradition­ 
al laurel wreath. The American flag was 
hoisted and massed bands played “ The 
Stars and Stripes Forever.” Thus Jam es 
Bernard Connolly becam e the first Olym­ 
pic champion of the Modern era . . . 
Both the Olympic IOO m eters and 1.200 
m eters swimming championships, won 
by Alfred Hajos (Hungary), were held in 
the open sea at Phaleron. In addition to 
the cold — the tem perature of the w ater 
was 13 degrees Centigrade — the com­ 
petitors had to combat waves as high as 
12 feet at times. 
Several competitors had, in fact, to be 
rescued from drowning. According to 
Hajos. the biggest fear during the 1,200 
m eters event was that he might get 
cram ps and he is on record as saying: 
“ My will to live completely overcame 
mv desire to win."

The cties of objection usually 


stem trom the fringes of the new 
school's boundaries The residents 
living close to the school are more 
likely to feel possessive and pater- 
nal towards the new school. But 
the residents living just over the 
line from the old school often don't 
share these ties. They want to stay 
where they are. 


On the other side of the boundary 


are the students who will be left at 
the old school but want to move to 
the new In some cases this in- 
volves community identity — the 
new school bears their town's 
name. Or it might simply be their 
friends are being moved and they 
want to go too. 


U'hat the parents forget when 


they appear before the board is 
that the lines have to be drawn 
somewhere and if exceptions are 
made for them, someone else will 
suffer. We urge parents to look at 
the total problem facing the school 
board and realize priorities have to 
be set for the good of the greatest 
number. 


In addition, the parents should 


give their children more credit for 
adaptability. Youth has an amaz- 
ing ability to bounce back and ac- 
cept new situations. 


Yet, we recognize the enrollment 


changes can be a source of frustra- 
tion. For this reason, we also urge 
the school boards to be more sensi- 
tive to the parents' complaints and 
to hear them with an open mind. 


A public hearing should be an- 


nounced and public opinion should 
be absorbed. But then the board 
should exercise its authority and 
set boundaries with no further 
hassle. 


The board should guard against 


emotionalism when making bound- 
ary decisions. The lines should be 
drawn for the good of the greatest 
number and not to appease isolated 
groups.

with technical and financial assistance 
from the National Ocean and Atmos- 
pheric Administration, Domsea has har- 
vested 230,000 pan-sized salmon. Because 


of pollution, the going price of Atlantic 
salmon has soared to $6 per pound. Dom- 
sea gets about $1.25 per pound and the 
wholesaler about $1.75. 


The pan-sized salmon, about a pound 


or less, have been test marketed in res- 
taurants in Seattle, San Francisco, Wash- 
ington, D.C. and Newton, Mass., and 
Domsea described customer reaction as 
"good." 


Many countries have checked out the 


Domsea operation. Among them are Can- 
ada, Chile, Japan, Norway and the Soviet 
Union. 


It takes Lindbergh and his staff about 


13 months, from egg to skillet, to deliver 
such a salmon on the commercial mar- 
ket.

tion. To make good as a registered rep- 
resentative requires completely different 
aptitudes. " Studies based on how well 
brokerage salesmen have actually done, 
ho reports, "show that there is little or 
no correlation between the two sets of 
aptitudes." 


But the poor fellow with the high I.Q., 


who lacks the aptitudes required of a 
successful salesman of securities, finds 
himself well-equipped to function in one 
of the newest, most sophisticated and 
most re"-ardinp branches of thievery — 
stealing securities. 


So says an executive of one of the 


country's largest securities firms, Daniel 
P. Mullane, security director of the Wall 
Street firm of Loeb, Rhoades & Co. 


"There was a time when the profes- 


sional burglar or thief would take only 
cash, jewelry or other valuables and ig- 
nore stock and bond certificates," he told 
a conference in Hershey, Pa?, sponsored 
by the American Insurance Association. 


"CONVERTING STOLEN stocks and 


bonds into cash requires an involved, in- 
tricate process," said Mullane, but to- 
day's young-generation criminals have 
"acquired the business knowledge to suc-

what emphysema is or what happens to 
your lungs. Is this a serious disease or is 
it overdramatized? Could you tell me ex- 
actly what it is and what happens if it 
continues to get worse and how a person 
would know. Does it progress rapidly? 


Dear Reader—Yes, emphysema is a 


very serious disease. To understand em- 
physema, you need to consider the lungs. 
The main windpipe, or trachea, divides 
into a right and left bronchus. These two 
main airways continue to branch into 
smaller airways until they terminate in 
numerous little blind sacs called alveoli. 
Think of these as little bottles. The bottle 
neck is the main location where emphy- 
sema strikes. 


In emphysema, this opening becomes 


constricted so that it is difficult for air to 
pass in or out of the lung. The nature of 
breathing is such that this obstruction 
tends to trap air in the air sacs, causing 
them to be overdistendcd.

Flammability Law Not Fool-Proof

Department stores are gearing up to 


provide consumers with complete lines of 
flame-retardant children's sleepwear, in 
compliance svith the new federal stan- 
dards which become effective July 29 
(Saturday). 


But mothers should not be lulled into 


thinking that the new standards are fool- 
proof insurance against fire hazards. 


To begin with, the amendment to the 


1967 Flammable Fabrics Act allows a 
one-year grace period for manufacturers 
to comply, meaning that plenty of flam- 
mable nighties and pajamas will still be 
for sale, but they must bear a label 
warning the buyer that the material is 
flammable. 


Secondly, the regulation applies only to 


sixes 0 to 6X, so if your child is older 
than 6 years — or big for his age — any 
sleepwear you buy for him will probably 
be flammable. (Although the Commerce 
D e p a r t m e n t is currently preparing 
flammability 
standards 
for 
sizes 
7 


through 14.) 


EVEN THE new standard, although it 


is considered stringent by manufacturers 
and is a considerable improvement over 
the one formerly applied, seems to have 
some weaknesses. 


According to the specifications estab- 


lished by the Commerce Department, the 
burner used in testing fabrics must be 
fueled by at least 97 per cent methane 
gas. 


But the flame on a gas stove -is pro- 


duced by a gas that is only 88 to 96 per 
cent methane, the remainder composed 
of heavier hydrocarbons which have a 
higher heating value, according to the 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. Consequently, a 
fabric that would pass the flammability 
tort might not pass a real-life last when 


a child brushes against the hotter flame 
on the kitchen range. 


Moreover, the test is set up in a draft- 


free chamber, while the environment in 
which accidents happen is usually sup- 
plied with plenty of oxygen, and a child 
on fire will often run, further fanning 
flames. 


But manufacturers insist that the stan- 


dard is too complex, rigid, unrealistic 
and unreliable, so the Commerce Depart- 
ment in April issued an amendment re- 
ducing the 100 per cent compliance re- 
quirement. Instead, the test will be ad- 
ministered on a sampling basis, which 
allows one failure out of 30 tests. Thus, 
some very dangerous garments could be 
permitted to enter the market, not even 
bearing flammability warning. 


NEVERTHELESS, the standard and 


the flame-retardant sleepwear it has fos- 
tered are a step forward. • 


According to a spokesman in Sears 


'and Roebuck Co. testing laboratory, "no 
fabrics that have been available up to 
this time will pass the test." He said that 
a new type of fabric, called modacrylics, 
have been developed to meet the new 
standard. The material contains a flame- 
retardant 
phosphorous 
substance 
— 


something that has been known and used 
for many'years in the making of indus- 
trial clothing. 


Two problems have interfered with 


adapting the process to retail clothing. 
The fabric is heavier than style-con- 
scious consumers like, and it is more ex- 
pensive than other materials. 


But it serves a valuable purpose in 


that it "won't become a torch," the 
Sears spokesman said. The modacrylics 
will burn, but they self-extinguish — 
hopefully, before the child is engulfed in 
flames. Here, the standard requires that 
the fabric not flame looser than 10 sec- 


onds, and that the char area not exceed 
10 inches. 


SEARS NOW has available one mod- 


acrylic item — a blanket sleeper, and by 
Christmas will have treated (flame-resis- 
tant) cotton flannel boys' and girls' pa- 
jamas and nightgowns. The new sleep- 
wear will cost up to 50 per cent more 
than the flammable types, Sears said.

'That Lady' Mediocre Fare

"Who 
Was That Lady I Saw You 


With?," the current Pheasant Run Play- 
house offering, is amateurish theatrical 
fare. 


The play is tasteless mediocrity char- 


acterized by a weak plot, inadequate 
stage direction and bumbling 
scene 


change which succeed 
ultimately in 


breaking the comedy's continuity. 


Opening night last week was a farce, 


but an unintentional one. 


Comedy is one of the most available 


commodities going, but good comedy is 
difficult to come by "Who Was That 
Lady I Saw You With7" has a few good 
lines, a couple of funny scenes and a well 
cast leading lady. It's not enough, how- 
ever, even when technical difficulties are 
disregarded, to ignite an audience. 


BOB CRANE, star for six years in the 


television series "Hogan's Heroes," is 
the billed big name of the show. He 
doesn't do a bad job, but his perform- 
ance is less than stimulating primarily 
because the role itself is rather staid. 
There's not much chance for him to 
break loose. 


Crane plays David Williams, a college 


professor who is caught by his wife kis- 


sing a foreign exchange student. A very 
jealous woman, the wife, Kay, refuses to 
believe a very simple explanation and 
threatens to walk out on him. 


But if Williams can prove that his ac- 


tion was all in the line of duty, Kay 
would be most understanding. 


With the aid of his inventive bachelor 


friend, Michael Haney, played by Sidney 
Eden who decidedly has the more color- 
ful role, Williams conies up with a beau- 
tiful story. He is an FBI agent, the stu- 
dent was a foreign spy and well . . . he 
was merely fulfilling his assignment.

ing. 
Even more effective are her in- 


nocent conversations with agent Harry 
Powell, played by Ralph Foody, and her 
enthusiastic drive to help her husband 
and stand by him, no matter how dan-

ceeds in tying all the loose ends of the 
play together with a very convincing act 
of extreme gullibility.

With?,” the current Pheasant Run Play­ 
house offering, is amateurish theatrical 
fare. 
The play is tasteless mediocrity char­ 
acterized by a weak plot, inadequate 
stage 
direction 
and 
bumbling 
scene 
change 
which 
succeed 
ultimately 
in 
breaking the comedy's continuity. 
Opening night last week was a farce, 
but an unintentional one. 
Comedy is one of the most available 
commodities going, but good comedy is 
difficult to come by. “ Who Was That 
Lady I Saw You With?” has a few good 
lines, a couple of funny scenes and a well 
cast leading lady. It's not enough, how­ 
ever. even when technical difficulties are 
disregarded, to ignite an audience. 
BOB CRANE, star for six years in the 
television series “ Hogan's Heroes,” is 
the billed big name of the show 
He 
doesn t do a bad job. but his perform­ 
ance is less than stimulating primarily 
because the role itself is rather staid. 
There s not much chance for him to 
break loose. 
Crane plays David Williams, a college 
professor who is caught by his wife kis­ 


sing a foreign exchange student. A very 
jealous woman, the wife. Kay. refuses to 
believe a very simple explanation and 
threatens to walk out on him 
But if Williams can prove that his ac­ 
tion was all in the line of duty, Kay 
would be most understanding. 
With the aid of his inventive bachelor 
friend. Michael Haney, played by Sidney 
Eden w ho decidedly has the more color­ 
ful role. Williams comes up with a beau­ 
tiful story. He is an F B I agent, the stu­ 
dent was a foreign spy and well . . . he 
was merely fulfilling his assignment. 
THROUGH A “ juxtaposition of unfortu­ 
nate circumstances.” as is frequently 
stated throughout the play, the little 
white lie turns into a huge international 
blunder. 
The one high note of the evening is a 
rewarding 
performance 
by 
attractive 
Pam Hayes who plays David's wife, 
Kay. 
Her reactions to learning that her hus­ 
band is an F B I agent are highly amus­ 
ing 
Even more effective are her in­ 
nocent conversations with agent Harry 
Powell, played by Ralph Foody, and her 
enthusiastic drive to help her husband 
and stand bv him, no matter how dan­ 


gerous the assignment. Miss Hayes suc­ 
ceeds in tying all the loose ends of the 
play together with a very convincing act 
of extreme gullibility. 
USED TO WORKING with Crane, she 
has appeared with him in several differ­ 
ent productions during the past two 
years 
The second act is by far the funnier. 
The setting 
is 
a 
Clunese 
restaurant 
where David and Michael are dining with 
two spacy but rather well-built sisters, 
supposedly to find out some top secret 
information At least that is what Kav is 
told bv the two imposters. 
Kay arrives on the scene because Da­ 
vid forgets his gun. A distraught Powell 
accompanies Mrs. Williams to confiscate 
the fake F B I identification card and end 
the masquerade. Alas, he is too late. The 
situation is too far out of hand. 
A huge drawback to staging “ Who Was 
That Lady I Saw You W ith?” at Phea­ 
sant Run is that the stage is just not 
large enough for or conducive to the 
many required scene changes. From the 
beginning it hampers the overall success 
of the play.

Decision On Wheel Tax Is 
Postponed Until Aug. 28 


A ruling on the constitutionality of 


Cook County's tax on motor vehicles in 
unincorporated areas has been postponed 
until Aug. 28. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Ed- 


ward Sarnow postponed a decision Fri- 
day, after listening to arguments from 
those defending as well as protesting the 
constitutionality of the tax. 


Sarnow said he would consider a mo- 


tion by State's AUy. Paul Biebel to dis- 
miss a lawsuit challenging the tax. The 
suit was filed in April in behalf of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) and the Cook County 
School Bus Company of unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township. 


Biebel argued that the tax was legal 


under tht home rule provision of the new 
Illinois Constitution, The home rule pro- 
vision, he said, gives counties the power 
to levy additional taxes for special ser- 
vices. He then pointed out that funds 
from the wheel tax two weeks ago were 


earmarked for the Cook County Sheriff's 
Department by Cook 
County Pres. 


George W. Dunne. 


THE SHERIFF'S department operates 


on a $6.5 million budget, 90 per cent of 
which goes to protect 191,000 persons in 
unincorporated areas of Cook County, 
Biebel said. He said anticipated annual 
revenue from the tax, $1.4 million, is less 
than 25 per cent of the $5.9 million 
needed to provide police protection to 
unincorporated areas. 


"What is involved is police protection 


to unincorporated areas exclusively to 
the 
sheriff's police," Biebel said. 


"Through this tax people in unincorpo- 
rated areas will begin, to a minor extent, 
to finance the police protection they en- 
Joy." 


Speaking to the other side of the argu- 


ment, Don Kreger, said the sheriff's po- 
lice has jurisdiction throughout the coun- 
ty and is not a special service for the 
unincorporated Cook County alone. Kre- 


ger is representing the PHIA and the bus 
company. 


"The ordinance (vehicle-tax) says pro- 


ceeds of the tax will go into the general 
Cook County fund and be used for gener- 
al county purposes," Kreger said, "If the 
.county spends more money in one area, 
that is incidental." 


KREGER SAID Dunne's move to put 


the wheel tax revenue in a separate ac- 
count was "tantamount to admission that 
the funds should be filtered to the unin- 
corporated area." 


Biebel countered that the ordinance 


does not demand the revenue go into the 
general hind and that placing the money 
in a separate account for the sheriff's 
police is localizing the cost of police pro- 
tection. 


The tax, similar to charges for munici- 


pal vehicle stickers, imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 per car and various 
graduated rates for trucks owned by 
unincorporated areas and businesses. 


High School Teachers Not Near Pact

With just one month left before the 


start of school, negotiators for the High 
School Dist, 211 school board and teach- 
ers report they have not reached agree- 
ment on a single substantive item in the 
1972-73 teachers' contract. 


In a statement issued Friday, officers 


of the Dist. 211 Education Association, 
bargaining agent for the teachers, ex- 
pressed "guarded optimism" about the 
negotiations, but said they would contin- 
ue to pressure the board for a settle- 
ment. 


Ron Avery, chairman of the negotiat- 


ing team, said, "one of the major Issues 
is that the board want's to avoid putting 
any working conditions into contract lan- 
guage." 


Education Association officials said. 


however, in the prepared statement that 
the board seemed more flexible at the 
last bargaining session Wednesday and 
expressed optimism for that reason. The 
next session is scheduled for Aug. 3. 


AVERY SAID THE teachers are ask- 


ing for specific guarantees on class size, 
t e a c h e r-administration policy com- 
mittees and teacher evaluation proce- 
dure* spelled but in the contract. The 
board, he said, "seems to be willing to 
agree on some things, but they want to 
put it in their policy manual and not in 
the contract." 


Robert Seger, chief spokesman for the 


board bargaining team, agreed that the 
board's unwillingness to spell some 
things out in the contract has been the 
major stumbling block in recenh bar- 
gaining sessions. 


Youth Employment Service 
—A Summer Success Story 


Youth Employment Service (YES) con- 


tinues to be a summer success, accord- 
ing to Lynn Htlvte, YES director. 


YES is a Community Service program 


designed to match up teen-agers seeking 
work with prospective employers. 


Mrs. Helvie said about 100 job requests 


were filled in both June and July. Many 
of the requests required more than one 


Approximately 275 young people have 


signed up for work. "All but about 50 
have worked at least one job," said Mrs. 
Helvie. "Many have signed up in the 
past two weeks. The summer is getting 
long and they are looking for work to 
do." 


Most of the jobs have been fairly rou- 


tine, baby-sitting, passing out brochures, 
washing windows, cutting grass and oth- 


er lawn work. 


Some of the jobs have been unusual. 


Two boys received $17 each for polishing 
an airplane'. Some teens have been pet- 
sitting while the owners were on vaca- 
tion. Two boys were hired to paint a 
house, 


PAY RANGES from 50 cents an hour 


for baby-sitting to the $5 an hour one boy 
received for doing lawn work. 


Mrs, Helvie said many of the jobs of 


cutting grass and baby-sitting are one- 
time jobs, but the teens do such good 
work that they are called back regularly 
by the employer. 


Any teen wanting work and any person 


seeking a young person for either tem- 
porary or steady work are asked to call 
YES at 956-0310 from' 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
Monday through Friday. 


He said the board does not want to 


spell out things like evaluation proce- 
dures in the contract because "it opens 
up so many things for a grievance. If we 
put something in the contract we won't 
be able to move from it for a year, even 
if we find out something is wrong with it. 
We're looking for flexibility on a lot of 
issues. We don't want an iron-clad situ- 
ation." 


The biggest problem, he said, is that 


the teacher representatives "seem to 
have a feeling of distrust. They seem to 
be saying that nothing will work unless it 
is in the contract." 


BARGAINING between the two teams 


has been going on since February, al- 
though it broke down briefly in March 
before'the board agreed to discuss teach- 
ers' proposals regarding class size, pol- 
icy making and other areas not included 
in previous contracts. 


In the past, the teachers in Dist. 211 


have had a contract that dealt only with 
salary and fringe benefits. 


Avery said neither side has started 


talking about salaries for the coming 
year. "We feel these other issues (class 
size, etc) are as important to us as mon- 
ey," he said. 


Teachers workshops are scheduled for 


Aug. 23 and 24 in Dist. 211 and Aug. 25 is 
scheduled for freshman orientation. 


Aug. 25 will be the first official day of 


the school year. 


Avery said members of the education 


association are concerned about the pos- 
sibility of beginning the year without an 
agreement. He said the association does 
not yet have authorization from its mem- 
bers to call a strike in that event. 


Seger said the board has wanted a set- 


tlement-before the beginning of school all 
along, particularly since it is now deep in 
discussion of the 1972-73 budget. He 
added, "I'm not as optimistic as I was 
before largely because I haven't seen 
any movement on the part of the teach- 
ers."

Summer School Opens 'New World9 


Summer school usually doesn't rank as 


a favorite summer pastime among stu- 
dents. 


That Is unless they're among the 55 


students in the Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dist. 15 summer migrant program at 
Plum Grove School in Rolling Meadows. 


To these youngsters summer school is 


something to look forward to. It means 
field trips, swimming, sewing, cooking, 
typing, videotaping, workshop, games, 
singing, hot lunches and even a little 
work which is fun for the most part. 


The activities open up a world of new 


experiences for most of these students 


and are part of an effort to improve their 
educational level and enhance their life 
style. 


The program, now in its fourth sum- 


mer, is 100 per cent funded by the feder- 
al government's Title I program. 


LAST YEAR more than 80 children 


were in the program. A change in feder- 
al guidelines making only the children of 
true agricultural migrants eligible and 
not the children of migrants who have 
settled in the area has reduced the eli- 
gible participants. 


Children in the program range in age 


from 3 to 15 years old. The eight-week 


program meets five days a week from 
8:30 to 1:30 p.m. 


Practical arts were added on the inter- 


mediate level of the summer 
migrant 


program this year. After they picked out 
their material, the girls are sewing ap- 
rons and beach bags. When they finish 
their own projects they will start on 
beach bags for the girls in the primary 
group.

Wednesday mornings when the 55 stu- 
dents take swimming lessons at the Pal- 
atine Community Pool. A favorite with 
the students, one can often 
overhear 


them asking, "How many days until we 
go swimming?" None of the students are 
afraid of the water and their teacher 
says some are becoming pretty good 
swimmers. 


While the girls are sewing the boys are 


in woodshop. Having completed the base 
for a lamp, they are now working on a 
fish wall plaque. 


THE LAST three weeks of the program 


the girls will spend in cooking. The 
primary youngsters are receiving an in- 
troduction to basic cooking in their regu- 
lar classes. To date they have made ap- 
plesauce and Jello. 


At the end of each day the inter 


mediate students spend an hour learning 
to type. Another addition to the curricu- 
lum this year is videotaping. Seven of 
the students are learning to operate the 
videotape equipment. Their big project 
for the summer will be making a. film of 
activities in the program to show to the 
parents during a fiesta at the end of the 
program. 


Like Wednesday, Friday is another day 


the students look forward to. Friday is 
set aside each week for a field trip. So 
far these have included a train ride to 
the Fox River Grove where the group 
had a picnic, a trip to Pioneer Park for 
the primary students and to Woodfield 
Mall and Alexian Brothers Hospital for 
the intermediate students. 


Trips in the planning include a visit to 


O'Hare Airport, a boat ride in Chicago, a 
visit to the Chicago and Palatine police 
stations and the Brookfield Zoo. 


THE MORNING hours are devoted to 


reading, writing, mathematics and other 
basic skills. Instruction is on an individ- 
ual or small groups basis. This is neces- 
sary because some of the students have 
attended school and others haven't and 
all are on different levels, according to 
Mrs. Peggy Bishop, coordinator of the 
program. 


Several learning kits and machines are 


used in the program to make learning 
more enjoyable.

The DAMP Water Commission, formed 


to bring water from Lake Michigan to 
the Northwest suburbs by 1975, is more 
than a year behind a similar water com- 
mission in the western suburbs, a state 
official reported Friday. 


Jon Guillou, director of the state divi- 


sion of water resource management, said 
the Des Plaines-Arlington Heights-Mount 
Prospect-Palatine (DAMP) commission 
is. not ready to move on the approval giv- 
en by the state Friday for directing wa- 
ter from the lake to the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


William Cellini, head of the Illinois De- 


partment of transportation, Friday ap- 
proved the request from DAMP to allo- 
cate 34.C cubic feet per second of the 
lake's water through a pipeline to the 
area in 1975. 


Guillou, however, 
said the Tree 


Towns Water Commission serving Elm- 
hurst, Villa Park and Lombard, "is 


ready to go immediately." The western 
suburban commission must sell revenue 
bonds and provide contract from commu- 
nities who wish to. receive the Lake 
Michigan water.. 


"THERE IS A little bit of a question if 


the (DAMP) communities will sign right 
away," Guillou added, possibly holding 
up the new water system. 


The state allocated the Tree Towns 


Commission 56 cubic feet per second of 
water by 1975 and a jump to 70.8 by 1980. 
The DAMP group will receive 42.5 cubic 
feet of water per second by 1980. The 
figures are subject to change depending 
upon demand, state officials said. 


The Lake Michigan allocation to the 


Tree Towns Commission is more because 
that area is larger than DAMP, Guillou 
said. 


There has been speculation of a joint 


effort by the two water commissions to 
save money in the multi-million pipeline 
project.

According to preliminary plans, any lo- 


cal municipality may sign a water con- 
tract-with DAMP for water consumption 
and in .turn charge residents for the wa- 
ter.

lage president, said the water rates in 
that village may double because of the 
additional costs of the new system. But 
he said the cost to local residents.depends 
upon several factors including whether 
the two commissions are combined and 
the number of municipalities linked to 
the system. 


The allocations are set for 1975 because 


the pipeline system could not be con- 
structed before that date, state officials 
said. The water allocations from the 
state extend to the year 2015. 


The DAMP commission was formed in 


1957. after the water table began to lower 
in area wells, presently the lone source 
of drinking water of the northwest sub- 
urbs.

Budget Passage 
A 'Must' To Meet 
State Deadline 


The Wheeling Village Board will have 


to rush through passage of the village 
budget tonight if it is to meet the state 
deadline 
without calling any special 


meetings. 


According to state law, the board must 


pass an appropriations ordinance for the 
village by July 31. This year's ordinance 
will be introduced for the first time at 
tonight's meeting, and will list the vil- 
lage's anticipated expenditures for the 
coming year. 


The ordinance will cover expenditures 


for the fiscal year beginning May 1.1972. 
The board will have to approve the ap- 
propriations ordinance tonight, unless 
members call a special meeting on or 
before July 31. 


Also on the agenda are the approval of 


the final plats for the new Sears store to 
be built next to the Dunhurst Shopping 
Center, and the first addition to the 
Sandpebble Walk planned development. 
Both projects have been approved by the 
zoning board and the plan commission. 


DISCUSSION OF an ordinance creat- 


ing an environmental advisory commis- 
sion will be renewed. The commission 
created by the ordinance would study lo- 
cal pollution problems and advise corpo- 
rate authorities of ways to combat local 
conditions contributing to pollution. 


Discussion of the ordinance was tabled 


two weeks ago because a trustee was ab- 
sent. 


Members of two village commissions 


are expected to be present at the meet- 
ing. Public relations commission mem- 
bers plan to present the board with a list 
of problems caused by "lack .of coopera- 
tion" on the part bf village officials. 
Their presence was prompted by a pro- 
posed cut in the membership of several 
village commissions. 


Trustee Albert Lang introduced the 


cuts three weeks ago in a proposal to 
make the commissions more workable. 
The members of the public relations 
commission claim that a reduction in 
membership would not solve their prob- 
lems, which they say are caused by lack 
of cooperation and communication from 
the village officials. 


THE 
HUMAN relations commission 


plans to send a spokesman to the meet- 
ing to ask the board to fill the commis- 
sions' vacancies so it can conduct busi- 
ness. The commission also plans to 
prospective commissioners to the board. 


The board also plans to tackle the busi- 


ness left over from last week's board 
meeting. That meeting was canceled be- 
cause of flooding caused by heavy rains 
in the village.

Case Pending As Jackson Drive Residents Live In Fear Of Rains 
'Grandma.,' Neighbors Being Flooded

children were pulled out of the ditch, 
which was too steep for them to 
climb.

Mrs. Anna Krueger, 71, lives by herself 


in a house that is more often than not 
surrounded by water. Everytime it rains, 
a smelly brown stream gushes into her 
backyard, around her house and into the 
street. 


Although "Grandma" Krueger gets the 


water first, other residents on Jackson 
Drive, southeast of the Cambridge subdi- 
vision, also are flooded every time it 
rains. The water, which has been as high 
as waist deep, covers lawns, washes 
away gardens and driveways and fills 
basements. 


The water comes from an open drain- 


age ditch that runs behind Jackson Drive 
and opens directly onto "Grandma" 
Krueger's property. The ditch was buili: 
by Chesterfield Builders, developers of 
the Tahoe development, 'to 
alleviate 


flooding caused by construction in Buf- 
falo Grove and Wheeling. 


The ditch was dug as part of an out-of- 


court settlement between Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove, the developers and private 
citizens in a suit that dates back nearly 
six years. 


IN THE ORIGINAL suit, Richard J. 


Brown Associates, developers of Cam- 
bridge, and six individual property own- 
ers asked the court to force William Fra- 
zer of Jackson Drive to remove a dam 


that was interfering with the drainage of 
the 
Cambridge development. 
Fra- 


zer claimed that he built the dam to pro- 
tect his property from flooding caused by 


the drainage of water from the subdivi- 
sion. 


Frazer said Brown had tried to drain 


the development by connecting a 36-inch

Long Grove is small. The residents of

Biebel argued that the tax was legal

THE SHERIFF'S department operates 


on a $6.5 million budget, 90 per cent of 
which goes to protect 191,000 persons in 
unincorporated areas of Cook County, 
Biebel said. He said anticipated annual 
revenue from the tax, $1.4 million, is less 
than 25 per 
cent of the $5.9 million 


needed to provide police protection to 
unincorporated areas. 


"What is involved is police protection 


to unincorporated areas exclusively to 
t h e 
sheriff's 
police," 
Biebel 
said. 


"Through this tax people in unincorpo- 
rated areas will begin, to a minor extent, 
to finance the police protection they en- 
joy." 


Speaking to the other side of the argu- 


ment, Don Kreger, said the sheriff's po- 
lice has jurisdiction throughout the coun- 
ty and is not a special service for the 
unincorporated Cook County alone. Kre- 
ger is representing the PHIA and the bus 
company. 


"The ordinance {vehicle tax) says pro- 


ceeds of the tax will go into the general 
Cook County fund and be used for gener- 
al county purposes," Kreger said. "If the 
county spends more money in one area, 
that is incidental." 


KREGER SAID Dunne's move to put 


the wheel tax revenue in a separate ac- 
count was "tantamount to admission that 
the funds should be filtered to the unin- 
corporated area." 


Biebel countered that the ordinance 


does not demand the revenue go into the 
general fund and that placing the money 
in a separate account for the sheriff's 
police is localizing the cost of police pro- 
tection. 


The tax, similar to charges for munici- 


pal vehicle stickers, imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 per car and various 
graduated rates for trucks owned by 
unincorporated areas and businesses.

pockets, and all we'll have is a lot of 
soggy land." 


"What are we supposed to do?" said

changed the natural drainage of the land. 
The developers and the Jackson Drive 
residents agree that the> area used to 
flood even before the subdivision was 
built.

Aside from the flooding, the drainage 


ditch poses another threat to area resi- 
dents. Two children were recently pulled 
out of the water-filled ditch, which Haar 
said was approximately 12 feet at its 
deepest point.

drowned Saturday night while swimming 
in the Hooded ditch that is to become the 
WilkC'Kirchoff roads storm water reten- 
tion bftsin in Arlington Heights. 


The body of Jeffery Thai, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. M. A. 
1 Thai. 1402 Tonset, 


Schaumburg. was recovered from the 
water at 9:34 a.m. yesterday by divers 
from the Wheeling Fire Department. 


The victim was pronounced dead on ar- 


rival at Northwest Community Hospital 
in Arlington Heights, at 9:45 a.m. A Cook 
County Coroner's investigation will be 
held. 


A night-long search for Thai was con- 


ducted by area fire and police depart- 
ments, first with patrol boats and then 
with divers after daybreak. Arlington 
Heights police first learned that Thai 


was missing at 12:45 a.m. yesterday. 


THE BOY apparently had gone in 


swimming with several friends late Sat- 
urday night, according to police. 


They were swimming in the pond and 


decided to leave, agreeing to meet some- 
where when they got out of the water. 


Thai reportedly told his friends that he 


would svalk back to shore through shal- 
low areas of the pond and meet his 
friends. When he didn't show up, his 
friends called the police. 


Eight divers from Wheeling, Mount 


Prospect and Arlington Heights joined 
the search for the boy during the morn- 
ing. They were assisted by patrol boats 
and back-up men from Mount Prospect 
and Rolling Meadows. 


Divers Robert Trausch and Chuck Con- 


way found the boy's body in what was 
described as a deep area of the pond, 250 
feet south of the north shore and 125 feet 
east of the west shore, nearly three 
hours after they had joined the search. 


According to a source in the Arlington 


Heights Fire Department, this was the 
first drowning at that site. 


The property belongs to the Village of 


Arlington Heights. Through a cooperative 
venture between the village and the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District it will be 
turned into a 14-acre storm water reten- 
tion basin. 


When completed, it likely will be main- 


tained as a recreation area by the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District. It will be 
designed to have a dry bottom except 
after heavy rains. 


Girl, 17, Wins Award For Excellence 
Physics Project Boon For Slough

What started out as a physics project 


by Gabriele Ronnett of Mount Prospect 
in her sophomore year at Hersey High 
School turned out to be one of the best 
things that ever happened to the environ- 
mentally troubled Hillcrest Slough. 


Gabriele's three-year analysis of pollu- 


tion of the slough's north end, which has 
been dirtied from sewage dumping and 
soil erosion, has helped arouse a sharp 
public awareness of the potential danger 
to the wetland. 


"1 didn't think at first that I'd end up 


studying the slough as long as I did." 
said Gabriete. 17, whose study won her 
an award for excellence in scientific re- 
search from Argonne National Labora- 
tory. 


"But the more 1 learned about the area 


from studying it. the more 1 felt I should 
continue." she added. 


THE PROJECT WAS basically a fact- 


finding mission about the life systems, 
soil and water conditions of that slough 
area in Prospect Heights along Willow 
Road. "That was the general scheme of 
the whole thing — to gather as much 
data as I could." Gabriele said. 


Her massive fact-finding mission in- 


cluded taking countless water and soil 
samples as well as scores of photographs 
of the area's plant, insect and wildlife. 


On Sunday mornings during the sum- 


mer, she would go to the slough to collect 
her samples and take humidity and wa- 
ter temperature readings as a part of 
her data-gathering routine. 


The water samples enabled her to de- 


termine pollution levels that registered 


significantly higher in the north half of 
the wetland. Her soil samples revealed 
that nitrogen, an element vital to plant 
growth, was dangerously low in the north 
half. 


The photographs not only showed exist- 


ing pollution levels but assisted Gabriele 
in charting the aging process of the 
slough. "I compared the photographs I 
took with some others taken in the 1950s 
and noticed that the north half is aging 
at a much faster rate than the south 
half." 


"WILDLIFE IS diminishing in the 


north half while the south remains pretty 
much intact," she continued. 


Sitting with binoculars, she watched 


the general wildlife distribution and saw 
that most of the blue heron, ducks and 
Canadian geese there in the summer 
were gathered mostly around the south 
half. 


All her samples, pictures and other 


fact-gathers meant hours upon hours of 
experimentation. Beginning in February, 
Gabriele would spend the better part of a 
day experimenting either at school or at 
home where she has her own micro- 
scope. 


In addition to the laboratory facilities 


she used at Hersey High, her parents, 
Dr. and Mrs. Alexander Ronnett of 502 
Garwood Dr., invested $200 in their 
daughter's project. The money paid for 
an aerial photograph trip over the area. 


GABRIELE, WHO IS eyeing a career 


in biological and genetic research and 
hopes to attend Stanford University in 
the fall, said the slough could clean itself 
out in three or four years if a channel to

the north half could be opened. 


"If the south half is left alone and a 


natural flow between the two ends re- 
stored, it would be back to normal in a 
few years," she said. 


Gabriele, who hopes to obtain a medi- 


cal degree to aid her in research has 
been active in such organizations as stu- 
dents for Environmental Action, The Illi- 
nois Junior Academy of Science and the 
National Honor Society at Hersey. She 
also served on the "Save the Slough" 
committee. 


Gabriele feels that the mounds if infor- 


mation she collected during three years 
will be of value to people living in the 
area of the slough. "Now that they know 
what the situation is, maybe people will 
look at the area from a more ecological 
point of view."

center across Plum Grove Road from the 
school. 


In the process they battled mosquitos, 


strained muscles and became sunburned. 
Then they finally went back to the school 
at about 3:30 p.m. They were hot. sweaty 
and still enthusiastic about their project. 


The students were all members of Sue 


Peterson's class in environmental field 
study, which ended Thursday. 


On Monday 10 other students had been 


surveying and measuring the flood plain 
area along Salt Creek which has been 
proposed for a nature center by the Vil- 
lage of Schaumburg. 


"LAST YEAR two teachers had this 


class at Palatine High School," Mrs. Pe- 
terson said, "and the kids went over to 
River Trails Nature Center and worked 
cleaning up. But this year since we had 
these two plots so close. I thought we 
might as well work here." 


The land, owned by the school, has 


long been used as a general dumping 
ground. Mrs. Peterson said, but mem- 
bers of a horticulture class already had 
done some work on trails in the area. 
Students in the environmental class sur- 
veyed the area and made plans for it 
before they began that work, she said. 


In addition to the work projects, the 


environmental studies students have had 
speakers and field trips on other environ- 
mental issues — land zoning to trans- 
portation and waste disposal. 


"I figured it out the other day and 


we've had IS field trips and 17 speakers 
in 21 days." Mrs. Peterson said. "It's the 
kind of course where every day you are 
exposed to so many different things that 
I know it's going to take us some time to 


digest it all." 


THE COURSE was officially scheduled 


to last for four hours in the morning, but 
the students were often on field trips dur- 
ing the afternoon too. "There has been 
plenty to keep them busy for the entire 
day," Mrs. Peterson said. 


Many of the trips provided unusual ex- 


periences for the students and for Mrs. 
Peterson. "We heard about Palatine's 
sewer problems and we saw raw sewage 
flowing into Salt Creek," she said. "We 
took a trip on the CTA and that was 
great because many of the kids had nev- 
er been on an "L" before." 


The last project the students undertook 


was to lay out a plan for one of High 
School Dist, 211's vacant school sites us- 
ing their knowledge of soils and wise 
land use. 


The students surveyed the site and 


each drew up a diagram showing which 
areas are most suitable for buildings and 
which would be best used as retention 
basins, athletic fields and parking lots. 


"THIS IS THE type or course that 


shows the kids what can be done if we 
plan ahead," Mrs, Peterson said. "If 
they get nothing else out of it, they will 
realize when they buy a house that they 
should ask for a soil map and a flood 
plain map." 


As the students straggled in from their 


work on the nature center, jokes flew 
around the room and they expressed en- 
thusiasm for their summer's work. 


One group arrived with new shovels 


and hoes, preparing for more work, and 
others reminisced about the surveying 
trip along Salt Creek. 


"A bunch of kids came in after that," 


one boy said, "and they got as far as the 
water foundation and collapsed 'cause 
they were so tired. Right then a bunch of 
kids who are goin1 to be freshmen came 
by on a tour and they really thought we 
looked strange 'cause we were all so dir- 
ty." 


Another boy added, "I think they 


were really worried about how much 
work high school kids do."

Charged With 
Robbery Attempt 


A 40-year-old Palatine man was ar- 


rested last week by Elk Grove Village 
Police and charged with attempting to 
rob an Elk Grove Village woman in her 
home early Tuesday. 


Elk Grove Village Police Del. John 


Landers said John Wilson, 250 Coif ax St., 
Palatine, was identified by the woman 
after police arrested him in Palatine and 
returned him to the scene. 


Wilson's car matched the description 


of the car seen leaving the home last 
Wednesday, according to police. The 
woman, who police refused to identify, 
said a man forced his way into her home 
and was attempting to rob her when he 
heard other voices in the house and fled. 
The woman's husband was taking a 
shower at the time. 


THE SHERIFF'S department operates 


on a $6<5 million budget, 90 per cent of 
which goes to protect 191,000 persons in 
unincorporated areas of Cook County, 
Biebel said. He said anticipated annual 
revenue from the tax, $1.4 million, is less 
than 25 per cent of the $5.9 million 
needed to provide police protection to 
unincorporated areas. 


"What is involved is police protection 


to unincorporated areas exclusively to 
t h e 
sheriff's 
police," 
Biebel 
said. 


"Through this tax people in unincorpo- 
rated areas will begin, to a minor extent, 
to finance the police protection they en- 
joy." 


Speaking to the other side of the argu- 


ment, Don Kreger, said the sheriff's po- 
lice has jurisdiction throughout the coun- 
ty and is not a special service for the 
unincorporated Cook County alone. Kre- 
ger is representing the PHIA and the bus 
company. 


"The ordinance (vehicle tax) says pro- 


ceeds of the tax will go into the general 
Cook County fund and be used for gener- 
al county purposes," Kreger said. "If the 
county spends more money in one area, 
that is incidental." 


KREGER SAID Dunne's move to put 


the wheel tax revenue in a separate ac- 
count was "tantamount to admission that 
the funds should be filtered to the unin- 
corporated area." 


The tax, similar to charges for munici- 


pal vehicle stickers, imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 per car and various 
graduated rates for trucks owned by 
unincorporated areas and businesses. 
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Inverness Wants Master Plan, But. 
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Residents at the second Inverness pub- 


lic hearing last Thursday could agree 
that the village urgently needs a com- 
prehensive plan, but few could accept 
certain portions of the Barton-Aschman 
Inc. recommendations prepared for the 
village. 


As more than 40 villagers sweltered in 


the unconditioned fieldhouse. the plan 
commission 
and Robert Teska, who 


wrote the report, waded through a list of 
prepared questions. The list, from the In- 
verness Association, had been submitted 
to Teska at the first public hearing June 
22. 


Teska drew sharp criticism for recom- 


mendations increasing the density of cer- 
tain areas in Inverness to one to two 
units per acre, instead of the current 
one-unit-per'acre restriction. 


Other complaints stemmed from the 


plan's suggestion that certain portions of 
land in Inverness is not suitable for more 
than one unit per two acres if septic sys- 
tems are used. To allow higher densities, 
Teska said, undeveloped areas of In- 
verness south of Palatine Road could be 
annexed to the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict for waste water treatment and wa- 
ter supply. 


THE SOURCE for Teska's evaluation 


of the land for sewage systems didn't 


satisfy some people at the hearing. They 
contended that the U.S. Soil and Con- 
servation study of natural resources in 
the Harrington area, including Inverness, 
lacked detail. 


"We were all sworn in to tell the truth, 


and he's not telling the truth!" an ang- 
ered resident said, pointing at Teska. 


Another man protested that "this docu- 


ment is being put forth with the ex- 
pectation that it will be adopted." 


There is no guarantee that Teska's rec- 


ommendations will become reality. Now 
that the public hearings have been held, 
the Inverness plan commission will ham- 
mer out a final proposal and present it to 
the village board. Such a document will 
attempt to compromise Teska's plan 
with the objections raised by villagers. 


WHATEVER THE final recommenda- 


tions are, Inverness will need to adopt 
some kind of comprehensive plan, Teska 
told the group. Municipalities can legally 
influence the development of unincorpo- 
rated areas within 1.5 miles of their bor- 
ders. But for the recommendation to car- 
ry weight, the village must be able to 
show some basis for its opinion. 


"Courts are preferring previous plan- 


ning to haphazard spur-of-the-moment 
objections" in such cases, Teska said. 


The urgency to develop a 
com- 


prehensive plan was,brought home in the 
current court case by Inverness resi- 
dents Mr. and Mrs. Robert Lonze, 1120 S. 
Roselle Rd., to disconnect from the vil- 
lage. Property values around the village 
have skyrocketed, making the low-den- 
sity land use costly for residents. If his 
disconnection 
attempt is 
successful, 


Lonze could build an apartment complex 
or shopping center on his 40-acre plot. 


"If Inverness doesn't adopt something, 


then Lonze will disconnect, somebody 
else will disconnect, then Inverness will 
go to hell," one commissioner warned 
the group. 


Give and take in the Inverness situ- 


ation may result in some moderately- 
higher density housing in some areas in 
the village in exchange for a com- 
prehensive plan to limit even higher-den- 
sity developments around the village. 


TESKA COULDN'T understand 
the 


concern about the proposed higher den- 
sity in the village. "I don't think the resi- 
dents of this area will be affected by 1.5 
or 2 developments per acre as much as 
by Harper College and other devel- 
opments," Teska told the disgruntled 
residents from a southeastern Inverness 
subdivision. 


As plans stand now, two sides of the 40- 


acre subdivision would border on the pro-

of the conference," Teichert said, "We 
all have the same problem." 


The problem is that diseased and dam- 


aged trees have to be cut down and re- 
moved. Burning of the trees is the most 
effective means of staying the disease. It 
is also the least expensive, much cheaper 
than using the landfill method. 


"It looks like it will be seven to 10 


times more expensive for us to go with a 
landfill," Teichert said. "Collective ac- 
tion would be a very real approach." 


Should the conference decide to buy its 


own equipment, a suitable site would 
have to be found first, and Teichert ad- 
mitted that could be difficult "Although 
it shouldn't be because the curtain device 
cuts down the smoke." 


There is no August meeting scheduled 


for the conference but Teichert said he 
hopes a special meeting could be called, 
if necessary. 


SO FAR THIS year, Mount Prospect 


has had to cut down very few diseased 
trees. The cold weather has kept the 
bugs in control for the first part of the 
summer. Although Herbert Weeks, as- 
sistant public works director, fears the 
very recent warm weather may change 
the situation. 


Weeks said that about 30 trees have 


been cut down since the ban was put in 
effect. These trees have been stored in 
West Park, Golf and Busse roads. 


Another 30 should come down, Weeks 


said, but instead they are stripping off 
the branches and leaving just the trunks 
up, a type of "on site" storage. Once 
September is here, the danger of the 
spread of free disease lessens and the 
diseased trees can be cut down at any 
time. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said 


that under their contract it would cost 
about $99 a tree to have them hauled to a 
burning site near Melrose Park. The vil- 
lage cannot afford this, he said.

Students Work 
On Environment

The temperature soared into the 90's. 


The humidity was oppressive. Most per- 
sons stayed indoors in air-conditioned 
comfort and sipped lemonade. 


But recently 20 students attending 


summer school at Conant High School in 
Hoffman Estates stayed outside, clearing 
debris and building trails on a small plot 
of land they hope to convert into a nature 
center across Plum Grove Road from the 
school. 


In the process they battled mosquitos. 


strained muscles and became sunburned. 
Then they finally went back to the school 
at about 3:30 p.m. They were hot, sweaty 
and stilt enthusiastic about their project. 


The students were all members of Sue 


Peterson's class in environmental field 
study, which ended Thursday. 


On Monday 10 other students had been 


surveying and measuring the flood plain 
area along Salt Creek which has been 
proposed for a nature center by the Vil- 
lage of Schaumburg. 


"LAST YEAR two teachers had this 


class at Palatine High School," Mrs. Pe- 
terson said, "and the kids went over to 
River Traits Nature Center and worked 
cleaning up. But this year since we had 
these two plots so close. I thought we 
might as well work here." 


The land, owned by the school, has 


long been used as a general dumping 
ground. Mrs. Peterson said, but mem- 
bers of a horticulture ciass already had 
done some work on trails in the area. 
Students in the environmental class sur- 
veyed the area and made plans for it 
before they began that work, she said. 


In addition to the work projects, the 


environmental studies students have had 
speakers and field trips on other environ- 
mental issues — land zoning to trans- 
portation and waste disposal. 


"I figured it out the other day and 


we've had 15 field trips and 17 speakers 
in 21 days." Mrs. Peterson said. "It's the 
kind of course where every day you are 
exposed to so many different things that 
I know it's going to take us some time to 


digest it all." 


THE COURSE was officially scheduled 


to last for four hours in the morning, but 
the students were often on field trips dur- 
ing the afternoon too. "There has been 
plenty to keep them busy for the entire 
day." Mrs. Peterson said. 


Many of the trips provided unusual ex- 


periencesv for the students and for Mrs. 

"We heard about Palatine's 
sewer problems and we saw raw sewage 
flowing into Salt Creek," she said. "We 
took a trip on the CTA and that was 
great because many of the kids had nev- 
er been on an "L" before." 


The last project the students undertook

211's vacant school sites us- 
ing their knowledge of soils and wise 
land use. 


The students surveyed the site and 


each drew up a diagram showing which 
areas are most suitable for buildings and 
which would be best used as retention 
basins, athletic fields and parking lots.

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DAMP Is A Year Behind 
Similar Water Group 


by DOUG RAY 


The DAMP Water Commission, formed 


to bring water from Lake Michigan to 
the Northwest suburbs by 1975, is more 
than a year behind a similar water com- 
mission in the western suburbs, a state 
official reported Friday. 


Jon Guillou, director of the state divi- 


sion of water resource management, said 
the Des Plaines-Arlington Heights-Mount 
Prospect-Palatine (DAMP) commission 
is not ready to move on the approval giv- 
en by the state Friday for directing wa- 
ter from the lake to the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


William Cellini, head of the Illinois De- 


partment of transportation, Friday ap- 
proved the request from DAMP to allo- 
cate 34.8 cubic feet per second of the 
lake's water through a pipeline to the 
area in 1975. 


Guillou, however, said the Tree 


Towns Water Commission serving Elm- 
hurst, Villa Park and Lombard, 
"is 


ready to go immediately." The western 
suburban commission must sell revenue 
bonds and provide contract from commu- 
nities who wish to receive the Lake 
Michigan water. 


"THERE IS A tittle bit of a question if 


the (DAMP) communities will sign right 
away," Guillou added, possibly holding 
up the new water system. 


The state allocated the Tree Towns 


Commission 56 cubic feet per second of 
water by 1975 and a jump to 70.8 by 1980. 
The DAMP group will receive 42.5 cubic 
feet of water per second by 1980. The 
figures are subject to change depending 
upon demand, state officials said. 


"Maybe just save it for another sale,"' 


he answered.

The Lake Michigan allocation to the

Scott, 10,, Finds Money Easy To Make

It was the easiest $4.50 that 10-year-old 


Scott Johnson of Palatine ever made. 


At 10 a m. Friday, after standing in 


line for an hour. Scott handed $45.50 to 
the teller at The Bank and Trust Co. of 
Arlington Heights and received a $50 bill 
in exchange. Right behind him in line 
were his sister Lynn, 9. and James, 5Vs, 
and their mother, Mrs Robert Johnson, 
who all made profits by trading crisp 
bill? for mutilated ones. 


The mutilated money sale was part of 


the Arlington Market Sidewalk Days Fri- 
day and Saturday from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
During the two days, the bank offered 
$500 every hour in torn and worn curren- 
cy for a newer variety, at a profit to the 
consumer. 


A line of some 30 persons awaited the 


first hour of trading, when $20 bills were 
bartered for $18.49; $10 bills for $9,01; S3 
bills for $4.49 and $1 bills for 89 cents as 
well as the $50 exchanges, One hundred 
dollars worth in each denomination was 
offered every hour. 


As soon as Scott Johnson got the $50 


bill he sped to the end of the lines await- 
ing another exchange as did the rest of 
the Johnson family. They said they ex- 
pected to make about $75 trading the 
currency at the bank Friday. 


It took little more than half an hour of 


swapping to eliminate the first $500 of- 
fered. The cashier then closed until the 
second hour and the routine continued. 


Scott wasn't certain what he could do 


with the profit which was added to the 
original money from lawn mowings, 
birthdays and helping out around the 
house. 


Wall Collapse Damage Suit Delayed 


A $1.5 million damage suit filed against 


High School Dlst. 214 is moving slowly 
through the Cook County judicial pro- 
cesses, and the attorney for the families 
involved does not believe it will come to 
trial for another three years. 


The suit was filed last year on behalf 


of three Arlington High School student 
seriously injured when a "modesty wall" 
in a school rest room collapsed on them 
as the result of a prank. 


The boys, Brad Boice, 814 Ridge Ave.; 


William Kelly, 751 S. Burton PI. and Wil- 
liam Horn. 1345 N. Highland, were trying 
to force their way out of the restroom by 
placing their backs against the wall and 


pushing on the door when the wall col- 
lapsed. Two other boys had locked the 
door from the outside by slipping a two- 
by-four through the door handles. 


All three victims suffered compressed 


fractures of the spine. Horn died several 
months later as a result of complications 
from his injuries. 


THE LAWSUIT, on behalf of Boice, 


Kelly and the Horn family, was filed 
shortly after the accident by attorney 
John D. Hayes. It charges the school dis- 
trict, the company that constructed the 
wall and the two boys who locked the 
door with negligence.

DAMP Year Behind Similar Group 


by DOUG HAY 


The DAMP Water Commission, formed 


to bring-water from Lake Michigan to 
the Northwest suburbs by 1975, is more 
than a year behind a similar water com- 
mission in the western suburbs, a state 
official reported Friday. 


Jon Guillou, director of the state divi- 


sion of water resource management, said 
the Des Plaines-Arlington Heights-Mount 
Prospect-Palatine 
(DAMP) commission 


is not ready to move on the approval giv- 
en by the state Friday for directing wa- 
ter from the lake to the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


William Cellini, head of the Illinois De- 


partment of transportation, Friday ap- 
proved the request from DAMP to allo- 
cate 34.8 cubic feet per second of the 
lake's water through a pipeline to the 
area in 1D75. 


Guillou, 
however, said 
the 
Tree 


Towns Water Commission serving Elm- 
hurst, Villa Park and Lombard, "is 
ready to go immediately." The western 
suburban commission must sell revenue 
bonds and provide contract from commu- 
nities who wish to receive the Lake 
Michigan water. 


"THERE IS A little bit of a question if ; 


the (DAMP) communities will sign right 
away," Guillou added, possibly holding 
up the new water system. 


The state allocated the Tree Towns 


Commission 56 cubic feet per second of 
water by 1975 and a jump to 70.8 by 1980. 
The DAMP group will receive 42.5 cubic 
feet of water per second by 1980. The 
figures are subject to change depending 
upon demand, state officials said. 


"Maybe just save it for another sale," 


he answered. 


And that may be a good idea as an 


elderly man observing the sale com- 
mented: "There's nothing to it ... if 
you've got money, you can make mon- 
ey." 


The Lake Michigan allocation to the 


Tree Towns Commission is more because 
that area is larger than DAMP, Guillou 
said. 


There has been speculation of a joint 


effort by the two water commissions to 
save money in the multi-million pipeline 
project. 
According to a 
professional 


study, the joint venture would cost near 
$80 million. 


According to preliminary plans, any lo- 


cal municipality may sign a water con- 
tract with DAMP for water consumption 
and in turn charge residents for the wa- 
ter. 


JOHN WOODS, Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage president, said the water rates in 
that village may double because of the 
additional costs of the new system. But 
he said the cost to local residents depends 
upon several factors including whether 
the two commissions are combined and 
the number of municipalities linked to 
the system. 


The allocations are set for 1975 because 


the pipeline system could not be con- 
structed before that date, state officials 
said. The water allocations from the 
state extend to the year 2015. 


The DAMP commission was formed in 


1957, after the water table began to lower 
in area wells, presently the lone source 
of drinking water of the northwest sub- 
urbs.

the Johnson family. They said they ex- 
pected to make about $75 trading the 
currency at the bank Friday. 


It took little more than half an hour of 


swapping to eliminate the first $500 of- 
fered. The cashier then closed until the 
second hour and the routine continued.

Cook County's tax on motor vehicles in 
unincorporated areas has been postponed 
until Aug. 28. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Ed- 


ward Sarnow postponed a decision Fri- 
day, after listening to arguments from 
those defending as well as protesting the 
constitutionality of the tax. 


Sarnow said he would consider a mo- 


tion by State's Atty. Paul Biebel to dis- 
miss a lawsuit challenging the tax. The

(PHIA) and

School Bus Company of unincorporated

Biebel argued that the tax was legal

the development by connecting a 36-inch 
pipe to a 100-year-old, eight-inch field tile 
that runs through Frazer's property. 


After a lengthy court battle, an out-of- 


court settlement was reached, calling Re- 
construction of several retention basins 
and a drainage ditch. Three retention ba- 
sins and the drainage ditch were built, 
but they have not alleviated the flooding 
problem for the residents on Jackson 
Drive. In fact, residents say things have 
gotten worse. 


The suit was reopened by Jackson 


Drive property owner Harold Haar in the 
fall of 1970. Haar contended that the 
ditch built by Chesterfield did not meet 
the terms of the settlement. The case is 
still in court, with the next hearing 
scheduled for Aug. 11. 


MEANWHILE, Jackson Drive 
resi- 


dents have been living with soggy lawns 
and basements — and the foul odor of 
stagnant water. 


"About seven of us really catch the 


brunt of it," said Charles Hinze, 2919 
Jackson Dr. "And it happens every time 
it rains — even a piddly rain." 


The flooded residents say they are 


b e i n g "used" by the 
developers. 


"They're going to build and pull out and 
leave us with this mess," Mrs. Harr 
said. "They'll have their millions in their 
pockets, and all we'll have is a lot of 
soggy land." 


"What are we supposed to do?" said 


another resident. "Give up our homes 
and let them make a drainage ditch out 
of it? They're drowning us out." 


The heart of the legal dispute revolves 


around who is responsible for the flood- 
ing and whether the developers have 
changed the natural drainage of the land. 
The developers and the Jackson 
Drive 


residents agree that the area used to 
flood even before the subdivision was 
built. The residents say, however, that 
the water used to drain off quickly. Now 
it stays for days. 


THE 
DEVELOPERS have claimed 


that the natural drainage of the land 
leads to the Jackson Drive area. Resi- 
dents say the developers altered the nat- 
ural drainage when they tore out old 
field tile, developed the area and dug the 
drainage ditch.

Aside from the flooding, the drainage 


ditch poses another threat to area resi- 
dents. Two children were recently pulled 
out of the water-filled ditch, which Haar 
said was approximately 12 feet at its 
deepest point. 


There are more than 30 children living 


on Jackson Drive, not to mention the 
hundreds in surrounding developments. 
And as one resident put it, "Where 
there's water, there are children.'" 


"It's too deep for them here," said the 


Jackson Drive resident who rescued one 
of the children. "They couldn't get out. 
They "were too small to get out." 


POINTING TO the Booth Tarkington 


School, Frazer said, "It's only about 200 
feet from that school. I think they should 
have to build a fence around it, and I 
think I'm right" 


Frazer said he has to keep a constant 


watch for children'playing in the ditch. 
"Wheeling knows about it, the village 
manager knows about it, Valenza and the 
whole bunch know about it," he added. 
"I was there the other afternoon. They 
didn't say anything. They listen, that's 
all they do." 


Jackson Drive residents say they no 


longer care who is responsible for the 
flooding. They just want it stopped. 


"I want to know who we can find to 


stop this water," said "Grandma" Krue- 
ger. "I just want to know who." 


With exasperation, Hinze added, "If we 


don't get something done we're going to 
start selling lakefront lots. We'll call it 
Jackson-on-the-Lake.''

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Youth Director 
Hiring, Guidebook 
On Week's Agenda 


Des Plaines City Council committees 


this week will study proposals for hiring 
a full-time city youth director, and publi- 
cation of a city guidebook for residents 
who wish to fight environmental prob- 
lems. 


Aldermen also will examine a proposed 


tax hike for Waycinden Park residents, 
to pay for city fire protection. Proposed 
zoning code revisions and the new city 
plan also will be discussed. 


Meeting at 8 p.m. tomorrow in city 


hall. 1412 Miner St., the council's Youth 
Activity Committee will study a proposal 
from Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd) to hire 
n youth director, who could help fight 
increasing youth problems here. 


Several members of the city's Youth 


Commission, including former chairman 
the Rev. Ernest Grant, also have said 
that a full-time director would be more 
effective and helpful In'forming youth 
programs than the youth commission, 
which is made up of volunteers who can 
spend only a few hours a week at the 
job. 


SHERWOOD SAID his three years of 


experience as chairman of the council's 
youth committee have convinced him of 
the need for a youth director, because he 


feels many youth services and programs 
duplicate efforts by city groups. 


A director is needed, he has said, to 


p r o v i d e professional guidance and 
coordinate programs offered by the city 
and private youth aid agencies, he has 
said. 


A director could coordinate efforts by 


the Des Plaines 'Police, the Maine Town- 
ship Mental Health Clinic, the Salvation 
Army Family service, Forest psychiatric 
hospital, the youth commission, the Des 
Plaines Coordinating Council on Youth 
Problems — an organization of school, 
church and civic leaders — the Des 
Plaines Park District and the Place for 
People, an informal youth center, ac- 
cording to Sherwood. 


"If they all worked together towards 


the same goal, they would get tfiere 
quicker," he said. 


A youth director might be able to de- 


velop programs to reduce the growing 
number .of juvenile criminal offenses, he 
said. In 1971, Juvenile offense arrests 
rose 35 per cent from 1,118 in 1970 to 
1,505.

THE SHERIFF'S department operates 


on a $6.5 million budget, 90 per cent of 
which goes to protect 191,000 persons in 
unincorporated areas of Cook County, 
Biebel said. He said anticipated annual 
revenue from the tax, $1.4 million, is less 
than 25 per cent of the $5.9 million 
needed to provide police protection to 
unincorporated areas. 


"What is involved is police protection 


to unincorporated areas exclusively to 
t h e 
sheriff's 
police," 
Biebel 
said. 


"Through this tax people in unincorpo- 
rated areas will begin, to a minor extent, 
to finance the police protection they en- 
joy." 


Speaking to the other side of the argu- 


ment, Don Kreger, said the sheriff's po- 
lice has jurisdiction throughout the coun- 
ty and is not a special service for the 
unincorporated Cook County alone. Kre- 
ger is representing the PHIA and the bus 
company. 


"The ordinance (vehicle tax) says pro- 


ceeds of the tax will go into the general 
Cook County fund and be used for gener- 
al county purposes," Kreger said. "If the 
county spends more money in one area. 
that is incidental." 


KREGER SAID Dunne's move to put 


the wheel tax revenue in a separate ac- 
count was "tantamount to admission that 
the funds should be filtered to the unin- 
corporated area." 


Biebel countered that • the ordinance 


does not demand the revenue go into the 
general fund and that placing the money 
in a separate account for the sheriff's 
police is localizing the cost of police pro- 
tection. 


The tax, similar to charges for munici- 


pal vehicle stickers, imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 per car and various 
graduated rates for trucks owned by 
unincorporated areas and businesses.

would know. Does it progress rapidly? 


Dear Reader—Yes, emphysema is a 


very serious disease. To understand em- 
physema, you need to consider the lungs. 
The main windpipe, or trachea, divides 
into a right >and left bronchus. These two 
main airways continue to branch into 
smaller airways until they terminate in 
numerous little blind sacs called alveoli.

Mostly by progressive breathlessness or 
increased evidence of shortness'of breath 
with physical exertion-. 


It's impossible to say how rapidly such 


a disorder will progress in an individual 
without having all the medical informa- 
tion available. Even then it is difficult. 
The most important factor, though, is 
what you do about yourself. This specifi- 
cally means staying' completely away 
from cigarettes forever and follpwihg 
carefully the advice your doctor give 
you. in reference to breathing exercises, 
weight control and possibly medicine.

is not ready to move on the approval giv- 
en by the state Friday for directing wa- 
ter from the lake to the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


William Cellini, head of the Illinois De- 


partment of transportation. Friday ap- 
proved the request from DAMP to allo- 
cate 34.8 cubic feet per second of the 
lake's water through a pipeline to the 
area in 1975.

that village may double because of the 
additional costs of the new system. But 
he said the cost to local residents depends 
upon several factors including whether 
the two commissions are combined and 
the number of municipalities linked to 
the system. 


The allocations are set for 1975 because 


the pipeline system could not be con- 
structed before that date, state officials 
said. The water allocations from the 
state extend to the year 2015. 


The DAMP commission was formed in 


1957, after the water table began to lower 
in area wells, presently the lone source 
of drinking water of the northwest sub- 
urbs.

Dear Dorothy: My sister and her fami- 


ly suffered great losses in the "Agnes" 
storm and flood. Because I applied the 
advice myself, I remembered what you 
wrote a couple of years ago about trees 
ruined in an ice storm being casualty 
damage and how tax losses could be 
claimed. Surely this applies here. Have 
you checked? —Mrs. T. W. Cook. 


Yes, it does indeed apply. Because of 


the enormity of this particular disaster, 
a rush amendment to the tax law was 
signed July 1 by President Nixon. It per- 
mits the storm and flood victims to 
claim their losses on last year's tax re- 
turns. If a loss exceeds the past year's 
taxes, it can be treated as a net oper- 
ating loss and carried back to reduce 
taxes into the third preceding year. All 
local tax offices have full information an 
can help greatly. 


One has to remember that it isn't just 


say-so that carries. It's advisable to have 
photographs of the damage, to get esti- 
mates from an authorized appraiser and 
to collect any and all records that might 
be pertinent. 


The difference between the house's val- 


ue before the disaster and the value after 
would be the amount claimed. Each 
householder has to absorb the first $100 
and deduct any insurance reimburse- 
ments. Not being informed, countless 
people accept casualty damage as an 
"act of God" about which little can be 
done. Taxes are often burdensome and 
dreadfully confusing. But the laws do 
give a break to casualty losers and the

frame, the Bob Grybash-managed Stars 
erupted for seven runs. This sudden rout 
sent most of the fans scurrying for air 
conditioned spots.
